WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—Little by lit- 
tle the indictment of, the United States 
against Germany is assuming formidable 
proportions. When it will be. complete, 
which means ‘when this Government's 
patience is exhausted and it feels that 
only a resort to war will satiafy. the 
'- demands of ‘Ameri¢an ‘honor, is some- 
thing that no one, not even among. the. 
highest officials, appears to. be able to 
say. But it is admitted in official cir- 
cles that the danger. point may be

Ruthiessness Let Loose. 


It is now apparent that Germany has 
put her submarine -blockade policy into 
full force and effect. ‘The unofficial stp- 
position here is that. the United States 
Government is waiting until this is ab- 
solutely proved. before taking another 
step in the direction of war. ~ While. offi- 
cials are reticent, the impression is gath- 
ered today that the Government is will- 
ing to let Germany’s ruthless submarine 

warfaré continue until the people of the 
United: States realize its full horror. 

By that time, it is believed in some 
quarters, American public opinion will 
have been aroused, and when the Presi- 
dent goes before Congress with a’ re- 
quest for full power to protect the in- 
terests of the United States he will have 

behind him the approving sentiment ,of 
a@ united nation. 

It was suggested today in a quarter 
where there is believed to be some) 
‘ knowledge of the Administration's atti- 
tude, that the case against Germany 
was to be cumulative: For thé present 
the Government is paying no, particular 
attention to sporadic cases of the deaths 
of Americans through German. sub- 

marine attacks. American: diplomatic 
and consular officers abroad are making 
thorough investigations ard will forward 
the ascertainable facts to the State De- 
\ partment.

BERLIN, Feb.’ 8, (via London.)—The 
German 'Foreign Office last night asked

Mr. Gerard pointed out to Count 
Montgelas, h head of the American sec- 
tion - of. the. Foreign Office, who pre- 
sented. the’ ‘proposition to-him, that. he 
was no tonger in a position te ne-i h 
gotiate ‘ny diplomatic instrument, 
Spain ha tdken over American in 
eats in Germany.” He suggested. that 
a... way. cpen- for negotiations . wal 
through the Swiss Legation, which was 
representing German interests at: Wash- 
ington. 

, The matter ia of “@eciadd importance to 
Americans in Germany, since the Geéer- 
man Government’s course toward them, 
particularly .on the question of per- 
mission io. leave the country, will be 
matertally affected by the American 
Government's view on these old treaties 
between Prussia.and the. United States. 

In a prominently displayed leader, the 
Lokal-Anzeiger yesterday afternoon 
charged the United States with a breach 
of ‘treaty obligations in “‘ compuisorily 
detaining "-in America German subjects 
who, under the Treaty of 1799, were 
entitled, even in the case of an actual 
outbreak of war, to purste their avo- 
cations. unmolested. Recalling the 
charges of violation of treaties and the 
law of nations, made against Germany 
in the earlier days of the war, the 
Lokal-Anzeiger continued: 

“The breach of diplomatic relations 
with the United States will probably be 
made again. the occasion for leveling 
against us charges of breaking treaties 
and “international law in order to mo- 
bilize the indignation of the wholé 
world against our shameful acts. 

‘It is; therefore, not at all an act 
of superogation to point out now, while 
the deed is still fresh, that the United 
States, simultaneously with the breach 
of relations, has been guilty of an un- 
justified: breach of. treaty in confiscat- 
ing German property contrary to treat~ 
ies between them and Germany, and 
condemning German subjects * whose 
profession,’ in the words of. Clausé 23 
of the Treaty of “1799, ‘serves the sus- 
tenance’ of.the general weal jot human- 
ity,’ to compulsory detention. This in 
spite of the fact that the cited article 
prohibits any «molestation of German 
subjects in the United States even in 
the case ‘of war. 

“If treaties are thus trodden ‘under 
‘foot after a breach of diplomatic réla- 
tions, when. President Wilson's phrase 
that the Americans are sincere - nds 
of ‘the. German -nation is still resound- 
ing, what have we to expect if the con- 
tingency for which we must be prepared 
arrives and war breaks ‘out. If we cap- 
‘not prevent a breach of treaty, we must

Brazilian Note Polite but Firm, 


RIO JANEIRO, Feb. 8.—Brazil’s reply 
to the German note, to be made probably 
tomérrow, ’ will in’ terms polite but firm 
declare Brazil’s intention: to hold Ger- 
many responsible for consequences which 
may result from the new submarine war- 
fare. 

The reply expresses the desire of the 
Brazilian Government not to be ‘com- 
pelled to break the amicable relations it 
always has maintained with Germany, a 
fact, however, «which will not’ prevent 
Brazil from taking measures of protec- 
tion, and from protesting against the 
menace. to Brazilian commerce and nayi- 
gation contained in .the-note of the Im- 
perial Government concerning measures 
for the marine blockade. . 

Brazil. bases her protest upon the fol- 
lowing . four fundamental principles: 
First, the extension of an inadmissible 
blockade ; second, the. unexpectedness of 
the communication, which gives only the

There was a slight falling off yester- 
day in the applications by persons of 
Teutonic birth for American citizen- 
ship. In the county Naturalization Bu- 
réau the total for the day was 445, fif-| 
teen less than on Wednesday. Of this 
number. four-fifthg were Germans and 
Austrians, with the latter in the lead, 
In the Federal Bureau there were 206 
applications, 110 less than the day. be-| 
fore. ‘ 

County Clerk William F. Schneider 
was ‘on duty throughout the day in the 
local office. He distributed <a. great 
many copies of a book compiled by C. 
O’C... Cowley, chief naturalization ex- 
aminer, teaching aliens how to become 
citizens. .Mr. Schneider ‘printed the book 
at his own expense and it is given free 
to those who ask for it. 

He talked with three applicants—John 
Balmert, Ferdinand Fischer, and Josef 
Volrorel—who have been in the United 
States from seventeen to thirty years. 
They spoke English with a sufficient 
German. accent to indicate .their na- 
tionality. Asked why they had not ap- 


lack‘of opportunity that ‘did not inter- 
fere with their business. 

“The ‘situation with them is,” ex- 
plained Mr. Schneider, ‘‘ that they have 
lived always. among .their own people 
and have talked German whenever they 
could.

if- War Is Averted. 





A way was suggested yesterday’ to 
discover surely the extent of the dam- 
age done to German ships tied up at 
piers in New York Harbor, since rela- 
tions betweén the United States and 
Germany have been broken, and at the 
same’ time possibly to learn whether 
orders to cripple the ships were given 
by the owners. or the German Govern- 
ment. 

Archibald: R. Watson, formerly Cor- 
poration Counsel, drew attention to the 
fact that full police powers over any 
and all “ships. moored in eithgr New 
York or New Jersey were granted to 
those States by their laws. In New 
York °State the. authority to protect 
such ships and the mandate to exercige 
it are carried in the Penal Code, and 
in New Jersey in the Penal Laws. _ 

Mr. Watson pointed out that, in-his 
opinion, if damage had been done to the 

ips it evidently was done for some un- 
lawful purpose, and he argued that the 
guilty persons should be. arrested and 
punished, ana measures taken to prevent 
further. damage. Further, shoyld the 
United States and Germany -.succeed in 
easing the present strain without actual 
hostilities, Mr. Watson did not doubt 
that the German Government would have 
a claim against the United States Gov- 
ernment for damages sustained by prop- 
erty of her nationals in American har- 
bors. These damages might run into mil- 
lions. of dollars, not — for the actual 
physical harm done to the ships, but. for 
the losses that the owners might suffer 
through being deprived of the use of 
their carriers fa sea traffic. - While these 
claims might not lie ainst the States 
of New ‘York and New Jersey, Mr. Wat- 


. son deemed it the duty of these States 


to take immediately the-action they are 
authorized to take for the protection of 
the ships. Mr. Watson prepared this 
statement, covering the legal features of 
the situation as he sees them; 

‘Injury to the machinery of these 
German merchant vessels is an offense 
against State laws. Must our offictals, 
State and Federal, therefore, stand idly 
by and permit the disabling or dis- 
mantling of them? 

“Wholly irrespective of the possibility 
of war between. Germany and th 


: United States, do, we. not owe it as a 


duty; if not to ourselves; then to the 
owners of these vessels, to prevent their 
destruction? From thé current news re- 
ports it is made to ap that the Fed- 
eral authorities, at all events, seem to 
feel that any protective or preventive 
act, except of a character designed 
against an obstruction of navigation, 
would be misunderstood by the German 
Government, and serye further to strain 
relations. ise? 

“But the injuries to the German 
steamships in the docks of New York 
and’ Hoboken, if such are being- com- 
mitted, are a clear violation of the stat- 
utes of both New York and New Jersey. 
That is, to say, tampering with or the 
disabling the machinery. of these vessels 
is made a crime alike by the laws of 
each State. 2 

“ Thus Section 1,425 (Paragraph 15) of 
the New York Penal Code, provides that 
a person who ‘ willfully, and with intent 
to injure, tampers in any manner with 
the steerjng gear, bell gear, ‘engines, 
machinery, lights or any other equip- 
ment of any vessel, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor.” » 

“Similarly, the Public Laws of New 
Jersey, 1898, Page 834, inhibit the will- 
ful destruction, injury or obstruction of 
‘any machinery or. gearing, .or any 
part thereof, owned or used by any other 
person or persons.’ 8 

“Let us suppose, as we all hope, that 
war with Germany may yet be averted.

They insist that 
if the daylight saving ‘measure is pr 
into effect on Feb. 15, or by March 1 
at the latest, there will be no need 
to use artificial light in stores, and the 
result In economy will be equal to that 
of closing two days a week.

TEWKSBURY AGAIN 
~ AMATEUR AT GOLF 


Clubmate of Ouimet Is Reinstat- 
ed Upon Giving Up Position 
Which Cost Status. _ 


AGREES TO OBSERVE RULE} 


U. 8. G. A. Action Taken After Study 
of Individual Case—Ouimet 
Not Likely to Apply. 


Paul Tewksbury of the Woodland 
Golf Club, who was debarred as an 
amateur golfer last Spring in company 
with Francis Ouimet, John H. Sullivan 
and Arthur Lockwood, has been rein- 
stated by the Executive Committee of 
the U. S. G. A. This information was 
contained in a formal statement given 
out by Secretary Howard F. Whitney 
yesterday. 
lows: 

‘“‘The United States Golf Association 
announces that by a vote of the Execu- 
tive Committee the application of Paul: 
Tewksbury for reinstatement as an 
amateur was approved. This action 
was taken after careful consideration of 
the merits of this particular case, and 
the guarantee of Messrs. Wright and 
Ditson that the applicant had been def- 


initely and permanéntly withdrawn from 
the position in their establishment under 
which he violated the by-law of the 
U. 8. G. A. covering the definition of an 
amateur. Tewksbury has made a for- 
mal affidavit confirming the foregoing 
and containing the pledge that he will in 
the future rigidly observe the U. 8. G. 
A. rule governing the standing of an 
amateur.’ 


In Accord with Promise. 


Although this announcerhent comes 
somewhat as a surprise, it was stated at 
the annual meeting of the U. S. G. A. by 
Frank L. Woodward, the retiring Presi- 


dent, that the debarred golfers, for 
whora the Woodland Club was making 
80 strenuous a fight, had never applied 
for reinstatement through the regular 
channels, and that if such application 
was made by any or all of them, the in- 
dividual cases would be considered on 
their merits. 
from the amateur ranks because he was 
fo sporting goods and parapher- 
nalia to high schools within elety miles 
of Boston. He was winner of several 
tournaments and a member of the Bay 
State golf team. ar 

t was felt by the Executive Com- 
mittee that his prominence as a golfer 
‘was a@ source of profit to him in these 
transactions and that. he was violating 
the amateur rule as adopted in January, $ 
1916, at the annual meeting of the Uk 
G. A. at Chicago. According to the 
statement now given out by Howard F. 
Whitney, Tewksbury has evidently re- 
signed the position which gave rise to 
the conditions complained of. ; ‘ 

Although on the surface the.action of 
the U. S. G. A. in reinstating Tew ksbury 
would appear as a Victory for the de- 
barred golfers, it is ‘really taken as a 
vindication of the action of the U. S. G. 
A., for Tewksbury’s affidavit regarding 
the changing of his duties and his pledge 
of permanent observance of the amateur 
rule in the future seem to form an ad- 
mission that he had violated the rule. 

The Ouimet faction will welcome: this 
as an indication that the former national 
open and national amateur champion 
will be reinstated upon a similar appli- 
cation. In a speech at the annual meet- 
ing Silas Strawn of Chicago, farmer 
President of the U. S. G. A. and still 
one of the guiding ‘spirits in the or- 
ganization, asserted that the case of the 
debarred golfers should not he con- 
sidered as urged by the Woodland Golf 
Club, but that 'the individual golfers 
should take their appeals as provided 
for in the constitution and by-laws of 
the association. This was taken by 
enthusiastic adherents of Ouimet to 
mean that if he applied for reinstate- 
ment it would be forthcoming. 


Cases of Ouilmet and Sullivan. 


However, it was evident that Frank L. 
Woodward had been designated to con- 
duct the case for the Executive Commit- 
tee, and in his speech for the defense, 
answering the attack of the Woodland 
Club, he made x the fact that Fran- 
cis Ouimet and John H. Sullivan had 
been debarred as amateur golfers be- 
causé they had opened a sporting goods 
store in Boston after a warning that 
such action would debar them fromm ama- 
teur competition. Therefore, befcre Oui- 
met and Sullivan can be reinstated,’ the 
cause of their debarment must be re- 
moved, as in the case of Tewksbury. It 
is stated clearly by Howard F. Whitney 
that the reinstatement of Tewksbury has 
been made “ after careful consideration 
of the merits of this particular case.’’ 
The Ouimet and Sullivan cases will re- 
ceive equally careful consideration upon 
the app ication of the debarred golfers, 
but little hope is felt in metropolitan 
golf circiés that the former national 
open champion can return to the ama- 
teur fold unléss he gives up the store 
which he has started in Boston. 

A. G. Lockwood, the fourth golfer who 
fejl under the ban of the U. S. G. A., has 
made no move for reinstatement. In ad- 
dition to being barred for capitalizing. his 
skill and fame on the links, he is doubly 
barred by the last change the U. S. G.

There is, much encouragement in the 
spirit with which the Naval. Commit- 
tee of the House of, Representatives 
has taken up the work of expanding 
the already large shipbuilding program 
in order to meet the requirements of a 
critical: situation. Whether or not we 
are to have war now, the possession of 
such a navy as Congress has not only 
authorized but is desirous of having 
built, without delay, is essential to the 
safety of this country. Certain meas- 
ures approved by the House committee 
are clearly war measures, such as the 
authorization of the President to com- 
mandeer all private shipyards and mu- 
nition plants in the United States. The 
authorization to the President to take 
possession of all vessels building in 
American sitipyards, whetheron Amer- 
ican or foreign orders, originated in 
the Committee on Merchant Marine as 
an amendment to the Ship Purchase 
bill. The shipyards and munition 
plants have already been tenderéd to 
the Government by their owners. It 
might be necessary in case of war to 
seize all ships in the yards, paying for 
them, of course. 

But quite as important as these 
measures not to be resorted to except 
in extremity are the immediate plans 
for expediting naval expansion. They 
would empower the President to com- 
pel shipbuilders and munition makers 
to give precedence to work for the Uni- 
ted States. The extra appropriation of 
$150,000,000 for rushing to completion 
all of the warships now under con- 
struction should give the navy four 
new superdreadnoughts in six months, 
and should greatly increase the avail- 
able fleet of destroyers, while with 
this new impetus every war vessel al- 
ready laid down should be completéd 
within two years. The new budget 
amounts approximately to $500,000,- 
000. The sum is ample. The will that 
prompts this practical recognition of 
the needs of our navy and its value in 
the defense of the nation is most com- 
mendable. It is not conceivable that 
with the rich resources of this country 
these plans cannot be carried out, that 
all,the new submarines and destroyers 
will not be ready when needed, that 
our capital ships in commission will 
not rapidly increase in number.

THE TREATY WITH NICARAGUA. 

During a debate in Nicaragua’s 
Congress a few days ago there were 
complaints: because the $3,000,000 
which the republic was to receive, by 
the terms of the new treaty with the 
United. States, had nof been paid. 
This treaty gives us a naval base in 
the Bay of Fonseca, on the Pacific 
Coast, several small islands, and an 
exclusive right to use the’ old inter- 
eceanic canal route. It will be re- 
called that Honduras, Costa Rica, and 
Salvador protested against it and ap- 
pealed to the Central American Court 
of Justice, which sustained their ob- 
jections and required from: Nicaragua 
a response to its decision within forty 
days.: Some persons expected that 
there would be disorder, and possibly 
war, in Central America if ‘Nicaragua 
should ignore the. court’s action, but 
‘she appears to have done so, and there 
has been no disturbance, although 
several months have, passed since. the 
expiration of the time allowed. It may 
be that the protesting republics have 
been convinced ‘by our Government 
that the treaty’s concessions will. not 
be used to their disadvantage. 

The small islands are not far from 
the Panama Canal, and the grant of a 
naval base in the Bay of Fonseca is 
one of much value to the United 
States. For obvious reasons the base 
should be established without delay. 
This cannot be done until the money 
is paid to Nicaragua. Our Govern- 
ment, it may be assumed, has had 
good reasons for deferring payment. 
Such obstacles as have been found 
should speedily be removed, in order 
that the navy may be free to make 
the base, which will hereafter be one 
of considerable importance.

“ ENSLAVING LABOR.” 

Mr. Gompers has’ the curious idea 
that Mr. Oscak STRavs wants to en- 
slave labor. That is a singular gloss to 
put upon the proposal that public 
authority shall take equal control over 
public utilities and that portion of 
labor which chooses’ to enter into con- 
tract relations with. public utilities. 
The proposal is more like slavery for 
capital than for labor. There is no es- 
cape for capital which has dedicated 
itself to public use. Control over,such 
capital is exercised without so much as 
saying “ By your leave.” Labor re- 
mains free, and under the proposal 
could either take or leave service with 
public utilities. : 

The thing proposed is that, having 
taken such service, employés shall not 
embarrass their employers in the serv- 
ice of the public by the manner of their 
stopping work. The only sort of com- 
‘pulsion is the compulsion to fulfill a 
contract voluntarily undertaken, and 
the ordinary compulsion to allow to 
others the same freedom of taking or 
refusing such contract relations. 
Freedom of contract for all ene. is 
a singular sort of slavery. 

There are some things in current 
events to justify the remark. of Mr, 
Gompxrrs that “ it seems that.all of us 
” want to make everybody else do what 
“we think they ought to do by law.” 
That is as true of union-made law as of 
statuté law. But it is as little true as 
possible of Mr. STRAUs’s' proposal.

Charles Edward Russell Upholds the 
President’s Course. 


Washington, Feb: 7, 1917. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Surely the assertion that. the present 
situation between the United States and 
Germany was produced by: ‘*‘ ammuni- 
tion makers,’’ ‘‘ bankers,’’ and ‘‘ u- 
lators’’ “is a most amazing flight of 
fancy, and ought not. to have counte- 
nance in any region where reason is still 
supposed to hold her sway. 

There is not the slightest evidence or 
indication that any manufacturing, 
financial or speculative interests. had 
any part in bringing about these condi- 
tions. The sign of such. interferetice 
would be unmistakable to any experi- 
enced observer; but there has not been 
one such sign, and reflection will, I am 
sure, convince any one that there could 
not be. 

Nobody in this country howls for war. 
Nobody wants war. Everybody detests 
war. The sincere and single-hearted:de- 
votion these people have shown to peace, 
their patience under continual provoca- 
tion, their slowness to take offense; their 
large and charitable view of apparent af- 
fronts, is without precedent. It would 
seem to deserve from pacifists an ar- 
dent praise that I have never wet. ob- 
served from them. But, that aside, it 
shows that for the present friction witH 
Germany this country has not the least 
responsibility. Against every conceivable 
effort on our part to keep the peace a 
quarrel has been forced upon us. Unless 
it can be imagined that the American 
speculators formed and directed the pol- 
icy of the German Government ib is pre- 
posterous to say they had any hand in 
causing these events. 

Some of these wild assertions are 
doubtless mere formulas which of old 
time ascribed to certain specific interests 
the, whole origin of war. If we have not 
learned better .from ‘the conflict now 
shaking Europe it is to be feared we can 
learn nothing. But assuredly, in the 
present instance, no good can come to 
the country we love, or to any cause we 

may wish to support, by asserting, with-, 
out the least basis in fact, a sordid and| 
detestable motive for a governmental 
action plainly dictated by a lofty pur- 
pose and likely to be of incomparable 
service to mankind. For #n the way ‘we 
have started, the war may be brought, to 
an end speedily and with triumph in- 
stead of defeat for progress.

PROFESSOR BOAS DISSENTS. 


Blames the President for the Break 
with Germany. 


‘Columbia University, Feb. 5, 1917. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 
‘I should consider it contemptible 
cowardice if we should accept silently, 
without a frank expression. of opinion, 
the ominous situation that has arisen. 

I absolutely’ refuse to judge the’ ac- 
tions of large.groups of .my fellow-men 
who are in responsible positions by as- 
suming them to be vicious and prone to 
foul actions. They may err and be mis- 
guided,. but, so far as European and 
American civilizations extend, I believe 
in the good, not in the bad. What,then, 
were the conditions at the beginning of 
the war, and how has the present! situa- 
tion developed? For more-than 100 years 
Europe and America have been the seat 
of mutual national distrust and of ‘a4m- 
bitions that have. brought about an ever- 
shifting alignment of nations, dependent 
upon their supposed interests. During 
the last twenty-five years these distrusts 
have become acute. France has been 
‘afraid of ‘German. attacks, England of 
Germany's growing commerce and naval 
power, Germany of the French desire for 
*‘ revanche,”’ of England’s alliance with 
France, and of Russia's systematic ef- 
forts at éxpansion. Austria has béen 
afraid of Russia’s success in dominating 
at least one of the south Slavic nations. 
Sérbia has been afraid of Austria and 
has coveted her possessions. Belgium has 
been afraid at one time of French, at 
another of German aggression. 

Only Russia and Italy cati hardly be 
considered from this point of view, but 
were prompted by what we like to call 
*S national aspirations.’’ Under the cover 
of friendliness every State; has plotted 
against the others, and the system of 
spying into the plans of each Govern- 
ment must-have presented to every one 
among them the actions.of the others in 
the worst light. Belgium believed in the 
likelihood of a German attack, entered 
into military agreements with England, 
and committed the egregious blunder of 
destroying by this act the basis of her 
privileges as a neutral, a blunder that 
could have been easily avoided by honest 
frankness, The presumably exaggerated 
reports of these acts of a pretended neu- 
tral contain the clue to the Belgian situ- 
ation. It is useless to discuss the guilt 
of a single ‘State in a case in which the 
whole international relations are at fault. 
The truly impartial spectator will see 
mistakes everywhere, and will infer that 
the system is wrong. 

‘What was our. position when the war 
broke out? .Under the exigéncies of a 
passionately conducted war the belliger- 
ents have disregarded international law 
and have thereby affected the legiti- 
mate interests of the neutral States. 
These had the alternative either to sub- 
mit to these violations or to demand 
strictest obedience to international law. 
As soon as the latter step was tiken, 
neutrality demanded an equal treatment 
of all:breaches of the law. Nothing 
could give a neutral nation. the.right to 
choose which laws'it wanted to enforce, 
for the very elements of ‘justice imply 
that all laws shall be equally binding. 
The  présent. situation, so far as ‘the 
United States is concerned, is due only 
to the injustice of our one-sided en- 
forcement of those international laws 
that haye. been violated by Germany. 
Since. we have taken a radical stand 

st Germany, only one just course 
is ivable; the insistence on the im- 
media ‘lifting by Great Britain’ of the 
illegal blockade of neutral coutitries and 
the al of the other. yestrictions of 
our innocent trade. If this demand had 
been insisted upon at an earlier time, 
there would be no crisis... 

If by such a step the President should 
be. unable to’ bring the belligerents to 
reason, there would be the alternative 
even now to demand of our citizens that 
they keep away from the scene of’ “war, 
| as they are now expected to keep away 
from the war zone established by Great 
Britain. I cannot see anything dishon- 
orable in such a decision. I can only. 
see the resentment of national vanity in 
our. refusal to take this step—an. attt- 
tude that sets vanity over the com- 
mands of humanity. It has taken a 
l6éng time to convince mankind that in- 
dividuals who live.in organized society 
must give’ up the idea of re wir their

‘of four citizens, if not of the: majority. 
I should repeat that we are wrong ani 
that if we want to be true to our peace 
ful ideals we must retrace our steps.

Automobile Engineers Offer Sugges- 
tions for Relief of Congestion. 


To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

‘This society begs to lay before you a 
suggestion to relieve congestion of trast 
fic on Fifth Avenue. 

(1) Only one space ,on each block 
front. should be kept open for the tak- > caine 
ing on and discharging of passengers 
of all vehicles, including.,Pifth Avenue 
buses; this space should be about forty 
feet in length, preferably in the centre 
of the ‘block. One footman and one 
doorman, to be paid by shopkeepers on. 
each block, would then be sufficient to — 
take care of traffic. 

The footman should give duplicate” 
numbers to drivers of vehicles and own- ~ 
ers when alighting from the same. Blec= 
tric number boards should be provided 
cn each block, so that owners wishing 
to recall, vehicles can hand the num- 
ber’to the doorman, who can then sig- 
nal the driver. All other space on each 
block can then be utilized for the park- 
ing of waiting vehicles without: being 
disturbed, thereby gaining space for 
about twelve cars on each block, which 
is not available at the present time ow- © 
ing to the fact that each shopkeeper re- 
tains an open space in front of his 
premises.

Mrs. Visconti Writes Name of In- 
formant on.Slip of Paper 
for Committee. 


PRICE’S YOUNG DAUGHTER 


Bessie Misunderstood Family Dis- 
cussion of Sale of Bond — Price 
in Tears—Iinquiry Near End.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—In the leak 
investigation by the House. Rules Com- 
mitteé| today Mrs. Ruth Thomason Vis- 
conti failed to furnish the sensational 
testimony, forecast by ‘Thomas W. Law- 
son, Mrs. Visconti, who was on the 
stand less than ten minutes, gave the 
name of a child as’ her informant con- 
cerning an alleged clean-up in the stock 
market by William W. Price, newspaper 
correspondent ‘stationed at the White 
House, and Joseph P. Tumulty, secre- 
tary to the President. It was intimated 
by Sherman. L. Whipple, attorney for 
the committee, that the investigators had 
no further interest in the story of ‘Mrs. 
Visconti, and that she would not be re- 
called. 

The child informant, it is disclosed— 
although that fact was not made pyblic 
at the committee hearing—was the six- 
teen-year-old° daughter of Mr. Price, 
who misinterpreted family discussion 
about the sale of a $1,000 bond held by 
her father. 

The investigation apparently nears its 
end. It is probable a few more newspa- 
per men and employes of the Govern- 
ment Printing Office will be questioned 
regarding the dispatch of the President’s 
peace note to the belligerents and.a few 
additional stock brokers in New York 
will be asked if- they have representa- 
tives, or ‘‘ tipsters,’’ in Washington. 
With this testimony in hand the com- 
mittee will be ready to make its report. 

A large audience, in,which women pre~ 
dominated, crowded the big hearing 
room today. .Mr. Lawson, after an ab- 
sence of three weeks, suddenly reap- 
peared.

Mrs. Visconti Writes the Name. 


Mrs. Visconti proved to be a frail, 
timid-looking woman. Her earlier re- 
sponses to Mr. Whipple’s questions were 
almost inaudible. She gave her occupa- 
tion as that, of a stenographer in the 
Washington law office of Fox & Fox, of 
which Duane Fox is the senior member. 

Mrs. Visconti identified the letter she 
wrote to Mr. wson, a stranger, re- 
guesting a conference. She said her sole 
idea was to help the investigators. 

Mr. Whipple read Mr. Lawson's testi- 
mony: ‘‘ She stated to me in substance 
that Mr. William Price, Washington 
correspondent of The Washington Star, 
had acted as a go-between in the leak 
affair between the President’s secretary, 
Mr. Tumulty, and others, and that he 
had received $5,000 cash for it, and that 
Mr. Tumulty had received a much larg- 
er sum,’’ and then asked the witness:

One hundred women ‘shouldered arms 
at the Sixty-ninth Regiment Armory 
last evening, when the American Wo- 
man’s League for Self-Defense held a 
gun drill.
